Two American planes were shot down over Communist China 


yesterday after completing bombing runs against targets near 
Hanoi. Peking claimed that one of the four crewmen aboard 
the planes was captured. The Chinese said their jets had shot 
down the two Navy planes, but a Pentagon spokesman said it had 
not been determined whether the planes had been downed by North 
Vietnamese or Chinese aircraft. 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, in a radio speech broadcast to a 


nationwide audience, declared that the South Vietnamese govern. 
ment was not trying to "sabotage" the balloting in the national 
elections on Sept. 3, and promised that the elections would be 
"completely honest and impartial." 


MOSCOW - In a diplomatic note made public in Moscow, the 


Soviet Union warned Communist China that recent actions against 
Soviet ships, particularly the Svirsk and her crew in the Chinese 
port of Dairen, made doubtful the continuation of shipping between 
the two countries. The protest note contained a hint that the 
Soviet Union was considering halting trade with Peking.

Customers Like New 
Price of'Pet9 Milk

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) — 


People began queuing up in 
front of the United Dairy Farm, 
ers' new pet shop on a side 
street long before it opened for 
business yesterday. 
The big 


attraction, however, wasn't pet 
supplies but milk at 79 cents a 
gallon — 29 cents less than they 
can buy it at other stores under 
state regulations. 


By the time the farmers were 


ready to welcome their first 
customers, 25 men, women, and 
children filed into the store past 
a display 
window exhibiting 


canned pet food, plastic bags of 
dog food, a handful of dog col- 
lars and a "genuine rawhide 
leather bone with a flavor dogs 
love." 


Inside, the farmersdrewrnilk 


from a 240-gallon tank. At 79 
cents a gallon, it was a bargain 
for housewives who have been 
paying $1.08 a gallon at stores 
under regulation of the State 
Milk Control Commission. 


Dairy farmers figure it's a 


bargain for them, too. "We're 
cutting out the middleman and 
passing the saving along to the 
farmer," said Ernest Hayes, 
president of the United Dairy 
Farmers. 


A sign on the wall said, "This 


milk is sold for pets, and the 
Pennsylvania 
Milk 
Control 


Commission does not allow it to 
be sold for human consump- 
tion." 


But the same sign explained 


that the milk was "pasteurized, 
homogenized, farm inspected, 
state laboratory inspected, bac- 
teria and thermadoric count 
meets state requirements. 


"We're telling them it's for 


pets only, but what people do in 
their own home we have no con- 
trol over," remarked Hayes. 


Mrs. Leonard Noonan, who 


has one dog and four children, 
drove 10 miles from hersubur. 
ban Mount Lebanon home to 
buy three gallons. "This is 
great," she said, "I'm from 
New Jersey originally, and we 
never paid as much for mill, 
there as we have In Pennsylva*. 
nia." 


Mr. and Mrs. Cyril Stoehr, 


who have five children, a dog 
and puppies also were in line. 
"Til taste it," said Mrs. Stoehr. 
"If it tastes all right to me, I 
don't know why we shouldn't 
use it for the family to drink."

Housing Shortage Threat 


At the start of the summer of 


1964, there were 264,000 new 
single family houses available 
for sale in this country. At the 
start of this summer, the num. 
ber had dwindled to 182,000, a 
decline of a full 82,000 in the 
three.year period and the sup. 
ply has surely dwindled even 
further in the weeks since June. 


In Los Angeles and Orange 


Counties, areas of substantial 
overbuilding in the early 1960's, 
there were21,000unsoldhouses 
two years ago. The unsold total 
is now down to 9,210, a decline 
of 58 per cent in just 24 months. 


In December 


of last year, it 
took on aver- 
age 5,3 months 
to sell a new 
house. In May 
tlus year,

struction to sale, the Census 
Bureau reports. The shorter 
period from start to sale in. 
dic.ates that more houses are 
being pre-sold and in May, of 
all new houses sold, 28 per 
cent actually were sold before 
start of construction as against 
20 per cent presold in May, 
1965. 


The threat of another housing 


shortage is emerging, and the 
threat could become reality un- 
less today's infant homebuild. 
ing revival is sustained and 
expanded, 


In fact, the National Associa. 


tion of Home Builders warns 
flatly in a recent newsletter 
to its members: 


"There is no question that 


if the available inventory of 
houses should disappear as 
rapidly as it apparently has 
done in recent months, due 
mainly to a very low level of 


new homes being built, we'll 
soon have a real shortage." 


Common sense tells us how 


we got to this point. 


We need to build at least a 


moderately rising number of 
houses each year just to meet 
the demands of our constantly 
expanding population, to replace 
houses which are being torn 
down and to provide shelter 
for a population so mobile that 
an average of more than 1,000, 
000 
households change resi. 


dence each month. We will have 
to build more than a moderately 
rising number in the period 
now developing just to house 
.the new families being formed 
b/ our record number of young. 
marrieds. 


But in face of these obvious 


demand . expanding 
forces, 


homebuilding was forced into 
a tailspin by 1966's credit pinch, 
a squeeze which became so 
brutal in summer-fall that mort- 
gage credit simply disappeared 
in areas from coast to coast. In 
October, new housing starts 
were down to an annual rate of 
only 826,000, a 21-year low. 
Even with the recovery which 
has occurred in 1967, starts 
now are at an annual rate of 
only 1,283,000. 


The result has been a chain of 


events of which the trends cited 
above are only samples. To con. 
tinue: 


Item: There is only about one 


month's supply of vacant single 
family houses now available and 
only about 2,7 months'supply of 
rental units. 


Item: The rental vacancy rate,

Item: The foreclosure rate is

This pattern of a tightening 


housing supply is of profound 
bread-and-butter importance to 
all who are building, buying or 
selling houses.

Pinning Hopes on Election 


WASHINGTON — President Johnson is pinning 


his hopes for a Vietnam peace, say insiders, 
upon the South Vietnamese elections next month. 


The principal purpose of the elections, in LBJ's 


view, is to legitimize the South Vietnamese gov. 
ernment. Then the United States can turn over to 
the new government the task of seeking a settle, 
ment. 


The President is said to be willing toleave the 


truce negotiations up to the Vietnamese, North 
and South, who speak the same language and 
should determine their own future. 


American forces would re- 


main in the country, of course, 
as long as the new government 
needed them to prevent 
the 


North from imposing a military 
settlement upon the South. 


It was to preserve the freedom 


of South Vietnam that the United 
States was asked to send in 
troops, not to wage aggressive 
war againsc North Vietnam. The 
bombing of the North was or. 
dered to relieve the military 
American soldiers. 


.Anderson 
pressure on 


President Johnson feels, according to insiders, 


that the South Vietnamese must run their own 
country. The alternative would be for the United 
States to take over the government, thus turning 
South Vietnam into an American colony. 


This would be unacceptable to the American 


people, let alone the world at large, the Presi. 
dent believes. 


Meanwhile, President Johnson hopes that the 


American people will not expect the new govern, 
ment to become a model democracy overnight. It 
will be no better than its leaders, who should be 
chosen by the Vietnamese, not the Americans. 


NOTE — The President is deeply disturbed 


over Congressional criticism of the Vietnam 
elections. The critics are taking the same line as 
the Communists —namely, that the elections are 
rigged — which could undermine world con. 
fidence 
in the new government. To counteract 


this, President Johnson is thinking about asking 
several prominent Americans to observe the 
elections. He also hopes to meet with the newly, 
elected leaders, probably in October. He will 
urge them to take full charge of their own coun. 
try and toseekan all-Vietnamese settlement with 
the North.

But seriously folks, as the 


comedians say: Mr. Lindsay's 
tactics are interesting. They 
suggest a reinforcement of the 
proposition that the medium is 
the message. That the way to 
communicate 
one's concern 


over rioting is simply to appear, 
shirt-sleeved, in a potentially 
riotous area. But then of course 
if the rioters are that easily 
tranquilized, the danger is re- 
mote. And if the Republican Par. 
ty is that easily beguiled, the 
danger to the Democrats 
is 


similarly remote.

Her name was Jenny 
Josephine Tier and she was 
raised to be a housekeeper. 
Her mother taught her nothing 
except the making oibeds, cook, 
ing, virtue, "neatness of per. 
son" (whatever that is), duty 
to God, and how to bark gently 
into the doorbell when a suitor 
became ardent. 


It wasn't much. When I was 


twelve, I fell in love with her. 
It was a sudden and sad emo- 
tion. In the winter, I sat read. 
ing in the afternoons with my 
stockinged feet in the oven, 
watching her over the edge of 
the book. I knew then that she 
was everything I could never be. 


She did the wash in the kitchen 


in a galvanized tub. The long 
underwear froze stiff on the 
clotheslines. She was the daugh. 
ter of a cop, and she married 
one. The pay was never good 
enough. The Bishops were al. 
ways In debt. 
Mr. Goldman, 


the grocer, kept a book with pur- 
chases marked on lined pages, 
and he kept telling my father 
to please not worry about the 
balance. 


Jenny Tier Bishop took up col- 


lections for the old people in 
St. Ann's Home when she should 
have been taking up collections 
for us. She seldom got a new 
dress. Often, she saved the $2 
a week my father gave her and 
bought bolt goods and made her 
own dresses. 
At night, when 


our homework was done, we 
helped her sew rosettes on gar- 
ters for a piece-goods house. 
The pay was a penny apiece. 


She baked her own bread, made 


pies 
and tea biscuits, could 


make a vegetable soup last two 
days. 
She made her husband 


the master of the house. 
It 


was her will, not his. When he 
imposed a law she could not 
abide, she would clench her lit. 
tie fist and argue into the early 
hours. The only luxury she ask. 
ed of life was a pair of diamond 
earrings. She got them, and had 
to put them in a hock shop the 
following summer. 


I cried. She said I was a "lit. 


tie boy." She cradled my head 
in her arms and said I must 
grow up. The earrings would 
come back. She had the pawn 
ticket. 
'But economics never 


improved.

too fast, ate too much, pro 
duced so little.

Ehrhardt the butcher, and kept 
the money. 


Sometimes, our family be- 


came extravagant and, instead 
of meat cakes, we had sirloin 
steak. 
It was a ceremony. 


On those occasions, my father 
put the apron on, and did the 
cooking. 
When guests came, 


my mother showed the ladies 
her china closet and cut glass. 
The men poured sherry and port 
and someone always played the 
piano and some lady with a big

Jenny was my girl until I met 


one. Overnight, she became an 
older woman. There were edges 
of gray around the temples; a 
gold cap on one tooth; the china 
blue eyes were dull with fatigue. 
I kissed her perfunctorily, like 
shaking hands. Two years later, 
she told me that It was proper 
for young birds to leave the nest 
when they matured. It had to be. 
But I knew she didn't like to see 
me go. Still, she smiled at the 
wedding and—a rare thing for 
her—drank a watery Manhattan.

Serious efforts 
to. advance 


toward racial harmony take a 
long time to achieve results and 
they

The older generation of Negro 


leaders has learned to live on 
promises of better things to 
come.

• The advance of the Negro 
must be part of a much greater 
and more general effort to up- 
lift the whole community, carry, 
ing the Negro minority with it in 
the enterprise. In the current 
jargon we can uplift the Negro 
only in the process of creating 
the Great Society. 


We can do little for the Negro 


If we do not absorb his griev- 
ances in the greater needs of 
the whole community. Unless 
the whites have a vital interest 
in their own advancement, 
in 


making the cities livable, they 
will respond reluctantly tothe 
costs of helping the Negro mi- 
nority. 
This comes down to saying that 


the racial problem is manage- 
able, I do not say soluble, in 
situations which come about 
only now and then, not often, in 
the life of a nation. 


There must be an overwhelm, 


ing desire and intention among 
the active people to reform and 
reconstruct their own social 
order. The hope of th« Negro 
people is to participate tn such 
a general movement. There is, 
in my view, no hope for them as 
members of a separate minority 
who are to be accorded separate 
and special measures of relief 
and uplift.

convention's opening remarks. 


In his welcoming address, 


Gov. Paul Laxalt of Nevada 
said his action banning a Clay 
match with former champion 
Floyd Patterson four months 
ago in Las Vegas got over- 
whelming support. 


"Pm sure Pve never seen any 


more reaction to anything in my 
life," Laxalt said. "We got hun- 
dreds of letters from throughout 
the country, many from you, 
and they approved 100 per cent. 


"Give us some guidelines so 


in the future we can regulate 
boxing carefully," Laxalt said, 
"and if you need any help from 
state government, just push the 
button." 


WBA President Robert Evans 


said dethroning Clay was "the 
most outstanding thing we'vje 
done" this past year. The group 
took the action because Clay re- 
fused the military draft,. 


"He's never been a bad boy, 


never been in trouble; to my 
knowledge," said Evans of his 
fellow Louisville, Ky., towns- 
man. "But he's been misguided.

NEW YORK-When Charles O. Finley bought the Kansas City 


Athletics seven years ago, he kept emphasizing that his mid- 
dle initial stood for "Owner." No one has been able to forget 
it since. 
Finley, the maverick, seemed to think that mere 


ownership automatically endowed him with a baseball knowl- 
edge such as could not be found in the combined brains of 
John McGraw, Connie Mack, Joe McCarthy and Casey StengeL 
He has acted as if he knew more overnight than these geniuses 
learned through the practical experiences of a lifetime. 


From the very start, the millionaire insurance man inter- 


fered with the running of his ball club by the competents who 
knew what it all was about. At 5:30 Sunday he dismissed Alvin 
Dark, a man regarded by those in the trade as being one of the 
top practitioners of the managerial art. Charlie O. replaced 
him with Luke Appling, the seventh Kansas City skipper in 
the seven years of the Finley reign. 


But an even more egregious illustration of the Finley insta. 


bility was still to come. The Athletics players were outraged 
by the sacking of Dark, a man they admired and respected. 
Some of them popped off. One was Ken Harrelson, the first 
baseman, who was quoted as calling Finley "a menace to base- 
ball." Yesterday afternoon the petulant Owner cut Harrelson, 
the team's leading hitter, from his roster, giving him his un. 
conditional release. There hasn't been anything like this since 
the Queen of Hearts screamed, "Off with her head!" Further, 
more, it has all the unreality of an Alice in Wonderland dream 
sequence. 
Finley has destroyed the morale of his ball club by his tactics. 


He was guilty of an unforgivable offense by making a grand, 
stand play when he suspended Lew Krausse publicly before rul. 
ing that no alcoholic beverages could be served on the A s 
plane. 
If the step was necessary, it could have and should have 


been done quietly. Finley, not the most self-effacing of men, 
went for the headlines. 
However, his behavior this year could have driven anyone to 


drink-except Dark who never touches the stuff. The Athletics 
were doing well into June this season as Alvin carefully brought 
along his youthful heroes. But then came orders frotn on high- 
and Finley is the highest-that better prospects be rushed up 
from the minors. 
Dark insisted that they weren't ready and 


that longer apprenticeship was the hope for the future. Finley 
overruled him. 
So Kansas City used the shuttle system. Kids came up for 


brief stays, were exposed as being over their heads in the 
majors and returned to the minors.

The 38-year-old Marine wen 


the nation's highest miiitar} 
award for saving the lives of 12 
of the 18 other members of his 
platoon in a bloody battle near 
Chu Lai in Vietnam in June last 
year. The other five were killed 
and all the survivors wounded. 


Ten of the survivors—«'m> In- 


dians," Howard called them— 
watched Johnson drape the blue 
ribbon 
holding 
the 
medal 


around the sergeant's neck. 


Then 
Howard, with tears 


swelling in his eyes, went before 
a battery of microphones, point- 
ed to the surviving members of 
his platoon and said they de- 
serve the medal as much as he. 


Johnson then shook 
hands 


with the survivors. 


After 
the ceremony, in the 


White House lobby, Howard 
lighted his cigar and repeatedly 
praised his "Indians," or "my 
gang," 
beamingly described 


them: "one hell of a bunch. 
The> did one hell of a job— —a 


good crew. Pardon my Ian- 
guage." 


His platoon was occupying an 


observation post deep within en- 
emy territory when the Viet 
Cong attacked on June 16,1966, 


Howard said the Viet Cong 


were yelling at them in perfect 
English that they would be dead 
in an hour. Grinning, he re- 
marked that the answers the VC 
got back were not in ballroom 
language. 


The citation said 
Howard [ 


skillfully organized his small 
but determined force into 
tight perimeter defense and! 
moved calmly from position to ' 
position to direct his men's fire. 


Wounded by a grenade which 


prevented him from moving his 
legs, Howard distributed ammu- 
nition to remaining members of 
the platoon and maintained ra- 
dio contact to direct air strikes 
on the enemy with uncanny ac- 
curacy. 


Howard 
warned 
evacuation 


helicopters away and called for 
additional air strikes. 


Howard, the sixth Marine to 


win the Medal of Honor in Viet- 
nam, is a native of Burlington, 
Iowa, but now lives in San Die- 
go, Calif. He won the Sliver Star 
in Korea.
